unused. A large s! are of the saving is duato 
a decrease in the work produced, but at least 
$125000 may fairly be set down to 
the credit of economies which have 
been wade in the management of 
the bureau. Theestimates for the expenses 
of the bureau for the fiecal year 1888 are $901,- 
020, or $106,640 in excess of those for the cur- 
rent fiscal year.

THE NATIONAL CURIOSITIES. 


The Smithsonian Institute Wants an Addi- 
tion to Its Accommodations. 

WASHINGTON, November 7.--Professor Spen- 
cer T. Baird, director of the Smithsonian 
institute, and ex-officio head of the national 
museum, in his annual estimates for the mu- 
seum, asks congress to appropriate $250,000 
witb which to begin the construction of a new 
building to flank the Smithsonian building on 
the west, as the present museum flanks it on 
the east. The new structure is held t> be an 
immediate and pressing necessity, in view of 
the lack of room for exhibits already on hand. 
The materials prepared for display are packed 
in cases, jars and other receptacles in ceilars, 
crypts and garrete, and a small village of ua- 
tightly wooden structures erected from time 
totime for special purposes is packed with 
rich matetiails which remain untouched. 
Probably a hundred tons of exhiits inherited 
from the centennial exposition, com- 
prising artistic bronzes, tiles, — por- 
celains avd 4 thousand varieties 
of typical bandiwork of forcigu countries, re- 
wain in the original boxes in which they 
were shipped from Philadelphia ten years ago. 
Were the new building ready for occapancy 
today, its entire space would be taken up at 
once with selected objects already prepared for 
display, and current aecessions are suffi sient 
it is eaid to filla good sized museum every

4 Contraction of Fifty-Kight Millions in- 
evitable.

Against the $40,000,000 three per cent bonds 
witbyirawn, there have been only aout $3.. 
(OL 400 of other bonds deposited, so that the 
tele: bonds on deposit to secure 
national bank circulation have been reduced 
by sbout $31,000,000, which contracts the cir- 
culation by about $28.000 000. If these pro. 
portions are preserved throughout the changes 
resulting from future calls of three per cant 
bends, there maybe further contraction of 
about. $58,000,000 by the time these bonds ara 
withdrawn. I¢ is said at the treasury that 
this contraction in the volume of national 
bank circulation will net be feltin the chan: 
pelg of trade, because the national bank notes 
withdrawn from circulation will be 
replaced by disbursements from 
the treasury; and in addition, banks 
thateuirender bonds and reduce their circu: 
lation 1eceive money for ten por cont of the 
conds redeemed, and five per cent of the cir- 
culation surrendered, making fourteen and a 
half per cent upon the face of the bonds. Oa 
the 22sh ot August the total amoant of three 
per cent bonds held by the banks, as a_ basis 
for Circulation, was 4 little more than $103,- 
000,000, sotbat when these bonds are all paid 
their payment will put into circulation foar- 
tcen and a half miliion dollars more than the 
emcuut of currency then outstanding on these 
bonds.

NACLS YESTERDAY, 


Dr. Talmege FPreaches a Ringing Sermon oa the 
Subject: “Alceldama, That ig to Gay the Fieid 
ef Blooa”—Tfhe Evils of Gambling of 
Zvery Description Ghewn Up. 


BRooKLyYNKN, N, Y., November 7—[Special ]— 


- The Rev. T. DeWitt Talmage, D. D., prea shed 


in the Brooklyn tabernacle this moraing on 
the subject, “Aceldama.” The opening hymn 


was: ‘ 
“My soul, be on th d! 
Ten thonsenésfees ative.” 

Afterexpounding the epistle of James con- 
cerning the nature of temptation, Dr. Talmags 
announced the text, Actsi, 19: “Aceldamy,, 
that is to say, The Field of Blood.” Follow- 
ing is the sermon in full: 

The money that Judas gave for surrendering 
Christ was used to purchase a graveyard. As 
the money was blood money, the ground 
bought by it was calledin the Syriac tongus, 
Aceldama, meaning “The Field of Blood.” 
Well, there is one word .I want to write today 
over every racecourse where wagers are 
staked, and every poolroom, and every gamb- 
ling saloon. and every table, public or private, 
where men and women bet for sums of money, 
large or small, and that is a word inéarnadiaed 
with the life of innumerable victims—<Acel- 
cama. The gambling spirit, which is at all 
times a stupendous evil, ever and anon sweops 
over the country like an epidemic, prostrating 
utecunted thousands. There has never besn 
a wore attack than that from which all the 
villages, towns and cities are now 
suffering. The farces recently enacted in our 
Breoklyn courtroom by which it was proved 
thatin the city of churches thera is not 
e: ongh moral force to pat into the peniten- 
tiary the gambling jockeys who belong there, 
is only a specimen of the power gained by this 
abcmination, which is brazen, sanguinary, 
trenscontinental and hemispheric. 

While among my hearers arethoss who 
bave passed on into the afternoon oflife, and 
the shadows are lengthening, and the sky 
crineons with the glow of the setting sun, a 
large bpumber of them are in early 
life. and the morning is coming 
cown out of the clear sky upon them, and the 
bright air is redolent with spring blossoms,and 
tie stream of life, gleaming and glanciag,rash- 
es on between flowery banks, making music as 


it gres. Some of you are engaged in mercan- 


tile concerns as clerks and bookkeepers, and 
your whole lifeis to be passed in the exciting 
world of traffic. The sound of busy life siirs 
you asthe drum stirs the fiery war horse. 
Other’ are inthe mechanical arts, to hammer 
aud chisel your way through life, and suczeas 
awaits you. Some are preparing for profes- 
sioval life, and grand opportunities are before 
you; nay, some of you already have buckied on 
the armor. 

But, whatever your age or cailing, the sub- 
ject of gambling about which I speak today, is 
pertinent. Some years ago, when au associa- 
tien for the suppression of gambling was or- 
gs: ized, an agent of the association came to a | 
prominent citizen and asked him to patronize 
the society. He said: “No, I can have no 
interest in such an organization, Iam in no 
wice affected by that evil.” At that very time 
bis son, who was his pean in business, was 
one of the heaviest playersin “Herne’s a fa- 
mous gambling establishment. Another re- 
fused his patronage on the same ground, not 
kiowing that his first bookkeeper, though 
ee clng tte itty verona, bucdred doliars 

kKsing fron ~ene bundred doliara 
per night. The president ofa raliroal com- 
pany refused to patronize the institution, 
spying: “That society is good for tho dea 
f<> so of merchants, but we railroad psopie are 
not injured by this evi!,”” not knowing that at 
tbat very time two of his conductors were 


‘spending three nights of each week at faro 


tablesin New York. Directly or indirectly 
this evil strikes at the whole worid. 

Gamblng is the risking of something mora 
or Jess valuable in the hope of winning more 
t!an you hazard. Theinstruments of gaming 
may differ, bat the principle isthe same. Tae | 
shuffling and dealirg of cards, however fall of 
tem piation, is not gambling unless stakes are 
put up; while on the other hand, gambling may 
be carried on without cards, or dice, or billiards, 
oraten-pin alley. The man who bets on 
horses, on elections, on battles—the man who 
deals in “fancy” stocks, or conducts a business 
which hazards extra capital, or goes info trans- 
actions without foundation but depeadent upon 
what men call “jJuck,” isa gambler. 

It is estimated that one-fourth the business 
in London is done dishonesily. Whatever 
jou. expect to get from your neighbor without 
cffcring an equivalent in money, or time, or 
skil), is either the product of theft or gaming: 
Lottery tickets and lottery policies come into 
the same category. Fairs for the founding of 
hospiials, echools and churches, conducted on 
the rffliog system, come under the same 
denomination. Do not, therefore, associate 
gambling necessarily with any instrument, or 
game, or time, or place, or think the principle 
depends upon whether you play for a glass of 
wine or one hundred shares of railroad stock. 
Whether ycu pstronize “auction pools,’’ 
“French mutuals,’ or ‘ book-making;” 
whether you employ faro or billiards, rondo 
and keno, cards or bagatelle, the very idea of 
the thing is dishonest for it professes to be- 
stow upon you a good for which you give no 
«quivalent. 

This crime is no new born sprite, but a hag- 
gerd transgression that comes staggering 
down under a mantle of curses through many 
cecturies. All nations, barbarous and civil- 
ized, have been addicted toit. Before 1838 
the French gevernment received revenae 
from gaming bouges. In 1567 Eogland for 
the imprevement of her harbors instituted a 
lottery tobe held at the front door of St. 
Panl’s cathedral, Four handred thousand 
tickets were sold at ten sbillings each. Tae 
British museum aud Westminster bridges wero 
paitialiy built by similar procedures. The 
encient Germans would sometimes pat up 
themselves and family as priz+s, and suffer 
the mselves to be bound, though stronger than 
the persons who won them. 

But now the laws of the whole civilizad 
world dencunce the system. Enaactments 
have been patsed, but only partially inforced, 
and at times not inforced at all:’ The men in- 
terested in gaming houses, and in jockey 
clubs, wield such influence by their numbers 
snd sfflucnce, that she jadge, the jary and the 
police cflicer must be bold indeed who vould 
array themselves against these infamous es- 
teblishments. Tho house of commoas of Eag:- 
lexd actually acjourns on Derby day to go out 
and bet on the races; and in the best circles 
of secciety in this country today are many 
bondreds of, professedly, respectable men who 
aie acknowledged gambiers. 

Hundreds ef thousauds of dollars in this 
lard are every day being won and lost through 
ebeer gambling. Says a traveler through the 
weet: “1 have traveled a thousand miles at a 
time upon the westera Waters, and seea 
gambling atevery waking momeat from the 
¢. mmencment to the termination of the jvuc- 
ney.’ The southwest of this country reeks 
with this sin. In some of those cities every 
thiid or fourth house in many of the streets 
isa gaming place, and it may be trathfually 
averred that each of the cities is cursed with 
this evil.

lis ebject shall be to remove the causes and 
abolish the customs of war; to discountenace ail 
retorts to deadly force between individuals, states 
or naijons, never acquiescing in present wrongs. 
By taking aweythe sword give potency to the 
topgue and pen, and encourage mora! efforts for 
the immediate and unconditional abolition of 
war, regarding any compromise therewith as de- 
laying the establisnment of racicai peace. 

it will employ popular conventions, lectures, 
tracts, petitions, the pulpit, the press and a con: 
gress of nations. It wili use all effectual means of 
reason and moral sppeai to convince the people 
that war is asin againet God and opposed tw tne 
best interests of mankind, and its immediate 
aband: nmeunt is alize a religions duty, the wisest 
expediency and an imperative necessity. 

MEM BERSIIIP. 

All persons, irrespective of tex, race, condition 
or pauionality, who subscribe to its principles aad 
contribute to its funds, shall pe regarded as mem- 
bers of tbis association and entitled to a voiee and 
vote in its mectipgs. And, that noone shall be 
ecmrromised by any vote of the majority, such 
minority may be recorded whenever requested. 

Mr. Leighton also read the followiag as 
showing the position of the union relative to 
labor aud capital :

Certain principles seem essential to success in 
the relations of capital and labor, and theseshould 
be conceded by both sides: 

1. Tne employer shonid have the right of select- 
ing, without dictaiion, the persons he employs. 

2 The person seeking employment should have 
the right of seeking it wherever he believes his 
srervices will be best appreciated aud remunerated.

urming a labor coutract. 

4. Employers should not be required to abide by 
re gtilations or laws im the consiruction of which 
they have had no voice. 

5. Due notice of any caange of regulations, prices 
of isbor, ceftation oi or Ciseharge from empioy- 
mini, Sheuid be given by the employger & the eur 
ploy ed. 

€. Duenotice of leavingemployment should be 
given to the employer by the empleyed. 

7. Misunderitandings, uot otherwioe adjustable, 
should besubmittedto atribunalof arbitration, 
and each contyact should contain a clause provia- 
ing therefor, 


exist, isto aim at an understanding by the parties 
meting eacao other personally or oy represeata 
tives, to arrive, if possible, by muiual concession, 
atareconciliation. Failing in this, to invite the 
meciation o! a disinterested, discreet person. 
Shonid this plan likewise fail, refer the whole 
matter to intelligent, impartial arbitrators, whose 
decisions should be accepted as final. 

The success that bas atienced these methods 
whenever fairly tried, both in Europe and Ameri- 
ca, and the satisfaction resulting to both sides, 
bsave proved the practicability thereof. Even in 
cates where it wassupposed to be impossible to 
arrive atan undersiana OB, difficulties nave beea 
overcome and the happiest resuits followed medi- 
aiion without appealing to arbitrators. 

In the United Staes the opportunities are grea’ 
in every branch of industry, aud if those engagud 
in tuch laudable pureuiis will co-operate with 
each ctherto effect the best results, nothing can 
prevent a just aud equitable distribution of the 
wealth they produce among them all, whatever 
may be the part performed by each. 

With the growing facilities for education and 
the increasing intelligence of the people, we have 
reasonio belicye that the best councils will pre- 
vai) and secure the permauent peace, prosperity 
ar d heppinesrs ofthe whole people. 

With assu’ances of the warmest sympathy of the 
Universa! Peace Union with all engaged is indus- 
tria) pursuits in whatever Capacity, these fac.s aud 
suggcstions are respectfully submitied. 

FOLLOWING MR LEIGHTON, 
Mr. Lane was introduced. He delivered quive 
a lengthy address, detailing the history ot the 
ubion and gome.of the ejects it had accom- 
plished, Among other things, he said: 

The subject of peace and arbitration has 
long had a deep hold upon the hearts of many 
of the people ofthis country. Tie Uaiversai 
Peace unien was formed when the war be. 
tween tho states was about coming toan end 


aimy of the United States, They positively 
refused torerve. Bornof Quaker parentazo, 
they could not cousent to take any part inthe 
war. They were told that if they did not 
serve they would be shot as deserters, Thoy 
were ready to dic, but still refused to Serve. 
Congrees passed alaw oxempting them from 
eexv.ce, but requiring them to serve in the 
hospitals. The result of their 
star d with reference to war brought about the 
o ganization of the union, Ho was thankful 
for the reception tendered the peace makers 
in Ate@ota. He felt that the paople of At- 
lep'a were progressive and thoaghtful aad 
that they were iu sympatby with the objocia 
of ‘be union. He urged triat an immediate 
beginning be made towards bringing about a 
miilennium of peace. There were now tweu- 
ty-six branches of the union in the Uaited 
States and at leastadozen in Europs. Many 
international difficulties had been settled by 
meane of theunion. Among them were the 
difficulty between Rossia and Eagland and 
the Cutting matter. Ex-President Hayes was 
in favor of settling such difficulties by ar i- 
tration, and so was President Cleveland. Tae 
union wes opposed to a department of war and 
wanted a depariment of peace. He thought 
that arbitration wae @ ecience and that it 
should be taught in the schools.

Bishop Beck with’s ad contained some not- 
able utierances ee ed gratification at 
being presept, and said that it afforded him great- 
er satisfaction to express his Episcopal sanction of 
Rev. Mr. Holley’s course as rector of St. Pailip’s 

ish. He then reviewed the work of the general 
convention of the church at Chic Toe work 
had been well done, but he was giad that some 
things proposed had not been done. 

Regarding the question of Christian unity. 
Bishop Beckwith spvke very earnestly. He had 
been attonisbed. he said, to find how almost uni- 
versal amougthe churches of the north and west 
were the prayers fur Coristian unity. Many in the 


, too, were praying God that dtl- 
vision’ might cease. Such divisions 
were based upon error. Infidelity in 


this country was lergely due to the fact that Chris- 
tian churehes looked askance at each other and 
wortbiped at different altars. If the Lord had told 
one spost.e to preach & certain thing and another 
to preech exacily the contrary, it would have 
been thought strange. Yet Episcopalians, Bap 
tists, Presbyterians, and other Christians were 
doing somethingon that order. All were toblame 
for thisstate of things. It would not be amiss for 
Christians 10 add to their prayers one petitioning 
God to bring all devoted Christians together that 
all divisious might cease. Such a result would 
show men that Christians are one in reality. 

Relative tothe question of an appellate court, 
Bisbop Beckwith said that it had not come iuto 
the house of bishops. It had been disposed of in 
the lower bouse.
